A FS SIMPIZ SUGGESTIONS 
" AS TO; THE CULTURE OF 


~ -.< .TUBEROUS BEGONTAS FROM TUBERS - ° 


Place the tubers on trays in a warm space during late January or 
early February. Moisten the tubers slightly occasionally to permit them 
to start growth. When growth commences place the tubers in a mixture of 
Peatmoss and sand in trays 4 inches apart and $ inch below the soil sur- 
face. Keep them: uniformly moist: in a warm well-lighted place until the 
top growth reaches’ 3 or 4 inches, then plant.in a specially prepared bed 
in the open, if no' further Spring frosts are encountered, or plant them 
in pots. Remember that large size bulbs: require a pot size of 8 or 9 
inches. Bulbs measuring 13" to 2" should have a.7" pot. When potting, 
care must be taken not to disturb the root system. <A potting soil medium 
of 2/3 coarse leaf mold and 1/3 sandy loam’to which some: well-rotted 
manure has been added will give exceilent results. For fine Exhibition 
flowers, mix a small handful of fishmeal with the soil below the bulb. 
For the preparation of outdoor beds, a generous application of well-rotted 
cow manure should be added and if the soil is very heavy, give also a 
generous: application of coarse sand. As begonias‘are gross feeders, they 
should be given a monthly feeding of liquid ‘fish concentrate. After trans- 
planting, gentle overhead watering should be resorted to until plants are 
well established. As Begonias are shallow rooted, a steady supply of 
moisture to the root system throughout the growing season is absolutely 
ae ae for best success.

MARGINATA ~ A crispa type flower, single, white with pink edge and 
salmon with copper edge.

MARMORATA - Camellia type flower, smaller than the Camellia type 
mostly red with white fléckings. 


MULTIFLORA - A type with many small couble flowers. Very free 
flowering. Very fine for bedding. 


ROSE BUD - A double type resembling perfect rose buds. Many flowers 
are colored in two-toned colorings. As in roses, they are very attractive 
in bud, but have a tendency to flatten out the third day.
